THERE ARE MANY CHANGES BEING IMPLEMENTED 

WITHIN AIS: 

e The format of the Bulletin (as you have already noted) 
has been changed to an 8 % x 11”, saddle stitch format. 
We expect to remove much of the ‘business’ from the 
quarterly Bulletins and print this in an annual plain paper 
business edition to be sent out with the January Bulletin. 
This will include Board minutes, list of Affiliates, list of 
approved judges, Exhibitions report, etc. 

e Kelly D. Norris has been elected as full-time Editor 
of the Bulletin. Terry Aitken will continue as 
Managing Editor. These editors have the challenge 
of the transition to the new format. 

e Ruth Barker, Awards Chair, is preparing the Official 
AIS Ballot 2010 for voting online. Hard copies will 
still be printed and distributed in the transition. 
This online format was previewed at the Fall Board 
of Directors meeting. Ruth, her daughter Maggie, 
and Gerry Snyder have devoted many hours to this 
project and are to be commended. 

e The Board of Directors created a new standing 
committee, Affiliates Liaison. Jody Nolin accepted 
this responsibility. The intent is to give the 
approximately 170 affiliates a more direct channel 
to the Board of Directors. Also, an affiliates listserve 
is to be implemented. 

e The ad hoc Realignment Committee, following 
extensive discussions within the affected Regions, 
presented this recommendation: 

“That Region 3 (PA, DE) and Region 19 (NJ) be 
combined into a new Region 3 on the completion 
of their respective RVP and ARVP terms on 1 
January 2011. The new region would be comprised 
of PA, DE, and NJ.” 

This recommendation was approved by the AIS 

Board of Directors. 
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This has been an unfortunate year for the Exhibitions 
program of The American Iris Society. Many concerns 
have been expressed as to the lack of response from the 
2009 Exhibitions Chair. In an effort to respond to these 
concerns, a survey instrument was prepared and sent to 
all Affiliates. The results were sent to the Exhibitions 
chair, and although she promised a timely resolution 
of all concerns that has not been the case. Please be 
assured that ALL exhibitions held in 2009 will be 
honored whether or not approval was received for 
the exhibition. Medals and Exhibition Certificates 
earned will be provided by AIS. For 2010 three persons 
will administer the Exhibition program: Lois Rose will 
receive draft Show Schedules, approve them, and send 
them out along with show certificates, supplies order 
form, and Show Report form; Susan Boyce will receive 
the supply order form, maintain supplies inventory, fill 
and ship supplies orders; Karen and Ray Jones will receive 
the Show Report, verify and mail medals and Exhibition 
Certificates earned, and prepare the annual report of 
the Exhibitions Committee. Contact information for 
the members of the Exhibition Committee is on the 
Standing Committee page. In all probability, there will 
not be a timely 2009 Exhibitions Report. Continuing 
concerns for 2009 should be communicated directly to 
me and I will make every effort to resolve them. 

The AIS Board of Directors voted to invite the Tall 
Bearded Iris Society as a participant in the AIS 2010 
convention to be held in Madison, WI. TBIS ‘warmly’ 
accepted this invitation. The AIS Board of Directors 
also invited the Tall Bearded Iris Society to become a 
Section of The American Iris Society. That invitation 
was sent to the TBIS Board of Directors. Their response 
was as follows: 

“We, the Tall Bearded Iris Society respectfully 
decline at this time the invitation of becoming a Section 
of The American Iris Society. We would like, however, 
to leave the door open to continue our discussion with 
a possible meeting with The American Iris Society 
Board of Directors either at the Madison Convention 
or at The American Iris Society’s Fall Board Meeting in 
Portland, Oregon in 2010 to investigate the possibilities 
of alternative avenues.” 

The AIS Board of Directors continues to seek 
ways to market AIS to the general gardening public, to 
implement new and attractive fund raising opportunities, 
and to improve the communications network at all levels 
of the Society. Your input is critical to our continued 
success as a viable society.

The New Style Guide for the AIS Bulletin 


IHAVE DECIDED TO PUT TOGETHER 
THIS LITTLE GUIDE INANEFFORT TO 
NULLIFY CONFUSION ABOUT HOW 
TO PROPERLY FORMAT ARTICLES 
FOR THE AIS BULLETIN. Consider 
these guidelines subject to revision 
as necessitated by the evolution of 
our magazine. The objective here 
is to maintain some standards for 
publication while not allowing the 
details to become cumbersome for 
contributors. The editorial staff 
would greatly appreciate your 
assistance and cooperation. 


THE GRAMMAR OF CULTIVAR NAMES 
The International Code of 
Nomenclature for Cultivated Plants, 
Eighth Edition(InternationalSociety 
for Horticultural Science, 2009) will 
serve as the principle guide by which 
all nomenclature will be evaluated. 
Cultivar names should appear as 
follows (or if not submitted in this 
case will be corrected to conform to 
this standard): 
ACCEPTABLE: ‘Pinnacle’ (single quotes) 
UNACCEPTABLE: PINNACLE, 
Pinnacle, “Pinnacle” etc. 

Please note that a plant breeder 
in the eyes of the academic literature 
is considered an author of a cultivar. 
Authorial contributions are noted in 
academic journals in the sciences by 
reference of their name and the year 
in which their work was published or 
released. For example: 

ACCEPTABLE: ‘Pinnacle’ (Stevens, 1949) 
UNACCEPTABLE: ‘Pinnacle’ 
(Stevens, ‘49), ‘Pinnacle’ (Stevens 
49), ‘Pinnacle’ (Stevens 1949), etc. 

The reference to the year of 
introduction in its entire four-digit 
format eliminates the need for 
special circumstances for years from 
prior centuries that might conflict 
with similar, two-digit dates of the 
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present (ie- ‘09 could stand for 2009, 
1909, or 1809). The Code, and any 
other plant sciences publication that 
this editor is familiar with, also has 
no provisions for truncating year 
references in the first place. 


EXCEPTIONS 

1) If a cultivar ıs mentioned more 
than once in article after having 
been appropriately cited, 
subsequent mentions will not 
warrant additional citation. 

2) Cultivars used in breeding 
formulas (ie- ‘Pinnacle’ X ‘Flora 
Zenor’) shall not be subject to 
developer citations. For example: 
ACCEPTABLE: Pinnacle’ X ‘Flora 
Zenor’ 

UNACCEPTABLE: ‘Pinnacle’ 
(Stevens, 1949) X ‘Flora Zenor’ 
(Sass, 1941), etc. 

3) If the originator of a cultivar is 
listed earlier in the sentence where 
cultivar mentions are readily 
affiliated with that developer, that 
individual's name shall be omitted 
from the citation. For example: 
“In the case of R41-4, the Blyth 

line began with ‘Sunset Snows' 
(Stevens, 1965) and includes his 
varieties “Twist and Shout’ (1973) 
and “Outer Limits’ (1972). 

4) If a cultivar named is used 
adjectivally to describe a pattern, 
trait, or influence, the originator 
need not be cited. For example: 
ACCEPTABLE: The ‘Debby 
Rairdon’ pattern. 
UNACCEPTABLE: The ‘Debby 
Rairdon’ (Kuntz, 1965) pattern 


THE AIS BULLETIN AND THE 
AMERICAN IRIS SOCIETY 
Officially our publication is the 
Bulletin of the American Iris Society. 
References to the Bulletin should 


be noted in italics (just like in this 
sentence). Legally, our society 
is known as The American Iris 
Society, much like The Ohio State 


University and other institutions. 


IRISES INTHE VERNACULAR 
When used in the vernacular or 
common language, the word iris 
should not be capitalized. Its usage 
in that circumstance represents a 
common name, just like bachelor’s 
buttons or columbine. The word 
Iris should only be italicized when 
referring to a specific species in 
Latin case. For example: 
ACCEPTABLE: /7is pallida, I. pallida 
(if used in a list where Iris has 
already been used) 
UNACCEPTABLE: Iris pallida, IRIS 
PALLIDA, PALLIDA, pallida, etc. 


The various classes of bearded 
irises are frequently abbreviated 
(SDB for standard dwarf bearded, 
eg.) Plural forms of the acronym 
(SDBs, eg.) should be accompanied 
by a single “s” without an 
apostrophe since the latter indicates 
possession ın grammar. Imagine 
that SDBs represents a short-hand 
form of standard dwarf beardeds, 
not standard dwarf bearded’s. 

It is also common to reference 
other groups of irises in the 
vernacular. Group names with 
a proper noun as the root word 
(ie-Siberian, ^ Regelia should 
be capitalized. All others when 
referenced in the vernacular should 
not be capitalized. For example: 
ACCEPTABLE: Siberian irises, 
spurias, arilbreds, etc. 
UNACCEPTABLE: siberian irises, 
Spurias, Arilbreds, etc.

Regional historian Jim 
Landers presented exhibition records 
of members who entered iris shows 
every year. The most impressive 
was AIS member Kenneth Masurek 
from the North Plains Iris Society 
who won 37 top show awards in his 
lifetime of entering only one show 
per year.

News from the Treasurer

OPERATING LOSS FOR 9-30-09 

This fiscal year ended September 30, 2009 brought 
the first significant operating loss to the General Fund 
in a number of years. (See Financial Statements printed 
on the following page.) 

Some of this was due to expenses budgeted in the 
9-30-08 fiscal year that did not get paid until this year. 
But also our membership has been steadily declining. 
Membership dues now just cover the costs of the four 
quarterly issues of the AIS Bulletin. All other AIS 
expenses must be covered from other revenue sources, 
such as the Silent Auction, Bulletin advertising, interest 
on investments, registration of irises, program/CD 
Sales, and unrestricted donations. 

The Board of Directors at its November, 2009 Board 
Meeting made several decisions to help raise Society 
income in the coming years. We did not raise member 
dues or cut the number of Bulletins printed each year. 
Instead, members who order their spring and fall bulbs 
from Brent & Becky’s Bulbs can designate the AIS as 
the non-profit organization they wish to support. The 
AIS will receive 25% of every order so marked. Details 
about this program can be found elsewhere in this 
Bulletin. The Board also had to raise the fee to register a 
new iris introduction to $15 effective next summer. 

The Board has an active Strategic Planning Committee 
to look at ways to attract new members, add new services, 
and streamline our operations to cut costs. Beginning at 
the Madison, Wisconsin Convention in 2010, the AIS 
will have a General Fund Fundraiser. Tickets will be 
available to win registration for two and 5 hotel nights at 
the Convention Hotel for the Canadian Convention in 
Victoria in 2011. The winner will be announced 90 days 
before the start of the 2011 convention. More info on this 
program will be coming directly to affiliates, regions and 
sections in the coming months. 

In addition, each affiliate President, Region and 
Section President will be receiving a letter from me (you 


probably have already received it) requesting donations 
for the General Fund. As we did when we had an 
Insurance crisis a few years ago, many of the AIS clubs 
and affiliates generously sent funds to help the Society 
cover the insurance costs that protect our society, clubs 
and regions during treks, shows, sales, meetings, and 
conventions. We need your help again.

carry them back across the Canadian border accompanied 
with all of the proper plant inspection (phytosanitary) 
certificates. He has had excellent luck getting through 
without a hitch, thus our offer to collect plants for the 2011 
convention. 

At the designated time and as advertised in the Bulletin, 
approximately 1000 plants arrived from many sources, 
each with its certification for export. Many additional 
plants were sent by some other growers via other delivery 
services.

They are fabulous! Fred and I have become good friends over the years, and 
his new book has greatly improved my hybridizing skills. We hope to have it 
available at the 2012 AIS National Convention.

I finally got a piece of this 
OGB+ arilbred and unknowingly 
planted it with all the rest of my 
iris. I was devastated when I lost 
it the first year. It taught me two 
things. First, I am very stubborn, 
and second I needed to know more. 
That was in 2003, when I joined 
the American Iris Society. Had I 
been less stubborn, I would have 
given up. Instead, I just added to 
my collection and not only bought 
additional OGB+ arilbreds such as 
‘Persian Padishah’ (Shockey 1988), 
I also added Iris hoogiana, a species 
Regelia, and “Turkish Topaz’ (Austin 
1962), a Regelia hybrid. Both have 
grown reliably for four years, and 
I am thrilled each time they bloom. 
Ive kept adding more, too! This 
past year I took out all but a few of 
my TBs and devoted the area to aril 
and arilbred irises by including a 
small frame to protect the pure arils 
from severe thunderstorms during 
our Maryland summers. Now with 
forty OGB+ and 17 Regelia or 
Regelia hybrids, the test is on to see 
if I have learned my lessons.

I HAVE MANY INTERESTS AS A 
GARDENER, AND I LOVE GROWING 
ALMOST ANYTHING FROM SEED. 
For many years I grew principally 
vegetables. But since I am in the 
country and live on the edge of a 
(disappearing) wilderness, I was 
constantly battling deer, raccoons, 
possums, rabbits etc. 

One day Ithought, “Nothing will 
eat an iris.” At about the same time, 
I was off work because of jury duty. 
When I wasn’tchosenI tooka different 
route to work. It was early May and 
I stumbled across the most amazing 
garden I had ever seen with beautiful 
tall bearded iris everywhere. After 
work I retraced my route and stopped 
to pick the brain of a marvelous lady 
named Mable. The iris that caught my 
eye was 'Helen Collingwood' (Smith, 
1949). I was stunned. I had never seen 
such a remarkable iris and it remains 
a favorite to this day. Mable gave me 
a start of about 10 iris, her old copies 
of the AIS Bzlletin and iris catalogs, 
and I was off to the races. Within 
two years I had eliminated two 
long rows of vegetables and planted 
irises. I became a member of AIS and 
fell in love with the Pacific Coast 
Native iris. 

I read everything I could find 
on these little orchid-like iris. The 
only thing my Tyler, Texas, garden 
had going for it was acid soil as I 
live in east Texas and have flora and 
climate similar to Louisiana. joined 
the Society for Pacific Coast Native 
Irises (SPCNI) and bought some 
seeds. I raised 20-25 seedlings and 
gave some to two of my iris buddies 


(Mable and Mardell). Mable died 
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quite unexpectedly and suddenly, 
but Mardell and I planted ours in 
the garden. Mardell managed to get 
one to bloom. It was breathtakingly 
beautiful. Unfortunately it didn’t 
survive, but some seed fell on the 
ground, sprouted and one survived, 
and still does today. After trial and 
error we learned to only transplant 
in late October or November as 
we couldn’t even take a start across 
town and have it survive the trip 
at any other time 
of year. The initial 
plant was rather 
narrow and a pale 
blue. Each year I 
would order more 
seeds and had 
more and better 
luck and finally had a little variety 
to use in my own crosses. I also 
bought seed from Joe Ghio. 
Mardell is in her late 80s now 
and has cut down on gardening. I 
am still going (in my early 70’s) and 
really treasure my little iris. My hat 
goes off to all the hybridizers of all 
types of iris. I have tried to keep 
up with parentages, but one thing 


and another has interfered with any 
accuracy in keeping up. 

I have about as much luck with 
PCNIs as I do with TBs. My soil 
is heavy red clay/iron ore mix and 
receives 48” of annual rainfall. It 
has been constantly amended, but 
I still have problems with bacterial 
soft rot in the TBs to the point that I 
grow them as short-lived perennials 
with a few exceptions. I also grow 
a large variety of Louisianas, some

spurias, Japanese, and Siberian. I 
have even tried crossing the PCNs 
with Siberians and last spring set 
out about 15 seedlings of that cross 
to see what would happen. Today 
I have only a tiny vegetable garden 
packed with iris. The PCNs are so 
beautiful that I urge iris lovers to 
experiment with growing the little 
jewels in all parts of the country.

SOMETIME BEFORE 1880 A RUSSIAN NAMED OLGA 
FEDTSCHENKO DISCOVERED I. stolonifera on the slopes 
of the Seravaschan Valley. Later, growers of rare plants 
in Western Europe began growing this iris, and it was 
not long until hybridizers, notably the Van Tubergen 
firm of the Netherlands, began using it in hybridizing. 
I. stolonifera, a 44-chromosome tetraploid, blooms at a 
height of between one- and two-feet tall, bearing two or 
three terminal blossoms that are an odd mix of brown, 
purple, magenta, and white with beards that are blue, 
yellow, or creamy white. It belongs to a small group of 
species iris named Regelia, after the German botanist 
Dr. Max Regel. Unlike most other bearded irises, 7. 
stolonifera has 6 beards, 3 
inside the standards and 3 on 
the falls and takes its name 
from the fact that its unusual 
rhizomes are stoloniferous, 
producing long runners from 
the small mother rhizome. 
These runners can reach as 
long as 10 inches at which ends 
new mother rhizomes form. 

I had seen photos of J. 
stolonifera in Lloyd Austin’s 
catalogs in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s, but it was not until 
the mid-1970s that I finally 
purchased a start of it from the 
Aril Society International plant 
sale. At about that same time 
I was in an arilbred mailing 
robin with the late Tom Wilkes 
and Herb McKusick, and the 
two of them encouraged me to 
work with this iris. A bit later, 
I began a series of personal 
correspondences with the late 
Henry and Luella Danielson, 
and we exchanged photographs of our seedlings. They 
also advised me to keep working with J. stolonifera. 
One hundred years after Olga Fedtschenko discovered 
it, I took upon the daunting task of hybridizing with an 
iris that most arilbred and aril hybridizers shied away 
from because it lacked the rounded, domed form and 
the patterning and signals of the oncocyclus species. I, 
however, was crazy enough to appreciate its own exotic

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form and colors and had seen what Van Tubergen had 
accomplished in using J. stolonifera to produce three 
Regelia hybrids: ‘Orestes’ (1923), ‘Vera’ (1969), and 
‘Vulcanus’ (NR). Herb McKusick had also introduced 
‘Persian Garnet’ (1976). 

To begin my hybridizing, I collected a few J. 
stolonifera hybrids and a couple of variants of J. 
stolonifera that were just slightly different enough in 
color variation to make me feel that I could perhaps come 
up with seedlings that would not bear the dominant 
colors of the species. My first success was 
‘Merlin’s Magic,’ introduced in 1986, in which 
the dominant purple coloring was replaced by a 
dark maroon-brown color (see photo). In 1986, 
I registered ‘Stonehenge’ a beautiful cocoa- 
brown with an electric lavender flush beneath 
a yellow beard. ‘Merlin’s Mantle,’ introduced 
in 1987, was pale lavender widely banded 
honey gold. At this same period in time I had 
a pure I. pumila yellow seedling that I crossed 
with Z. stolonifera to produce some stol-pum

seedlings, ‘Kazakhstan’ (1989) and ‘Stolen Moments’ 
(1989). The next summer, we had a torrential downpour 
during a thunderstorm, and the backyard was flooded. 
It was very hot for a few days after and all the stock 
of my introductions plus arilbreds and seedlings was 
lost. At that point, I gave up. Two years later, I lost my 
brother and sister-in-law to bouts of cancer within the 
same year and had a bout with cancer myself, which left 
me not caring to bother with iris anymore. 

In 2002, I had a change of heart and purchased a few 
arilbreds, some regelias, a handful of SDBs and pumilas.

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I was also fortunate to find starts of my ‘Merlin’s 
Magic’ from two different people in the U.S. who had 
originally purchased it. Seeing them bloom helped me 
to develop an enthusiasm for iris again, and I decided to 
go back to my work with arilbreds and arils, especially 
I. stolonifera. Besides laying out a hybridizing plan, I 
took to heart a saying by the 19% century British iris 
grower, Sir Michael Foster: “In hybridizing, be bold.” 
With that attitude in mind, I began making crosses, not 
caring whether they seemed to be logical or not, and 
that led me to buying as many tetraploid species I could 
find, especially smaller bearded iris that I could use to 
breed for arilmedians. I also put ‘Merlin’s Magic’ back 
to work, crossing it with other variants of /. stolonifera. 
My first major success resulted in ‘Chiron’, which I 
registered in 2007. I achieved what I had been seeking, a 
brown regelia hybrid with deep electric blue beards on 
both the standards and the falls (see photo). Looking 
into the heart of the flower, one sees not only the thin 
electric blue beards on the inside of the standards but

also bright purple stripes on the light magenta stylearms, 
a most dramatic view. At about this same time a seedling 
from intercrosses of I. stolonifera variants appeared 
with light blue standards edged medium cocoa-brown, 
magenta falls edged brown, and light blue-white beards 
on the standards and falls. This is my first Regelia 
hybrid seedling to carry lovely light blue coloring in the 
standards, and right now it bears only a garden name 
of “Elm’s Blue” so I can distinguish it from the regular 
I. stolonifera clone on hybridizing tags (see photo). A 
third breakthrough occurred when I made the cross 
of (Chiron X I. korolkowit). This iris, a regelia hybrid, 
is incredibly beautiful with brown standards flushed 
magenta, brown crests, brown falls that bear black

signals below deep purple beards and with bright henna 
flushes alongside the signals. At this time it bears only 
the garden name “Chir-kor” (see photo), but it is now 
being used to create a good brown arilbred as well as 
different regelia hybrids. 2009 brought two major new 
regelia hybrids, one from /.stolonifera intercrosses in 
dark, but bright brown colors garden-named “Elm’s 
Dark Brown” (see photo). However, the one seedling 
that capped this 30 year experience bloomed in deep 
reddish tones with a black wash in the center of the falls. 
I saw the bud barely opening, and I thought the bloom 
would be maroon, which would have been acceptable. 
Then, when it fully opened that sunny morning, I was 
deeply excited (emotional, really) when I saw those 
red tones. “Elm’s Red” (see photo) should open new 
doors for me in my hybridizing program. In this year 
of its maiden bloom, its pollen set successful pods from 
the crosses (I.hoogiana ‘Alba’ X “Elm’s Red”) and (7. 
korolkowiü X “Elm’s Red”), crosses which will hopefully 
open up new patterns and colors in Regelia hybrids.

The aforementioned RH “Elm’s Dark Brown” was 
used to make one of my bold crosses, and a successful 
pod resulted from the cross (“Elm’s Dark Brown" X 7. 
babadagica * Alba"). Another successful wide cross was 
(I. stolonifera X I. taurica). 

Other seedlings are growing from my intercrosses 
of I. stolonifera and I. pumila. 

I have bought new unregistered I. stolonifera 
variants from Latvia that arrived bearing the garden 
names “Brown Standard” (soft brown standards with 
lilac centers), “Morning Coffee" (standards that are rich 
copper tones resembling dark coffee with cream stirred 
in), “Sina Dark” (purplish brown tones), “White Flag” 
(stunning white standards with soft brown edges), and 


“Zwanenburg Bronze” (light bronze standards and 
darker bronze falls). I have also added an RH from 
Lawrence Ransom in France, ‘Verhooga’ (1998, a blend 
of soft mauve and muted brown tones) that came from 
the cross of (I. hoogiana X Vera’). Vera’ is an RH out of 
I. stolonifera. Lawrence also used ‘Vera’ to obtain his 6 
“Vera girls” arilmedians. These will give me new material 
to work with. And then in 2008 a new bold cross of J. 
stolonifera X Paul Cook’s classic 1950 SDB “Green Spot’ 
gave me a delightful arilmedian that I am registering as 
‘Chipmunk’s Charm’ because its colors remind me of 
one of those little scampering creatures. A tall OGB 
seedling that goes back to Z. stolonifera bloomed in 2009, 
an involved cross that carries stately flared blooms in soft 
blended muted tones of light brown, beige, and yellow 
with bright magenta flushes on the midribs. 

So why do I continue to work with Z. stolonifera, 
daring to be bold enough to buck a trend wherein 
several hybridizers and aril fanciers prefer iris that 
have the globular form and patterns of the oncocyclus 
species? I would have to say that I find this little iris to 
be beautiful in a strange and exotic way, and I also see 
possibilities for obtaining newer colors and patterns as 
well as more tailored blossoms. Adding I. korolkowii 
to the mix brings in signals; using 7. hoogiana brings 
in more colors; crossing with /. pumila and SDBs 
produces charming small flowers and plants. The fact 
that I. stolonifera is a tetraploid makes it possible to 
cross it with all sorts of bearded iris. All it asks for is 
good drainage, and that can be achieved by growing it 
in a small raised bed in which the soil has been amended 
with a little sand and some well-rotted compost (or 
bagged commercial compost). I have even converted 
three friends to growing and appreciating it!

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New Worlds 


to Conquer

Every hybridizer’s dream is to find something totally 


new and different. Such a moment happened in Barry 
Blyth’s Australian seedling patch in 2007 when R41-4 


first bloomed. Serendipity one could say, but not totally 


unearned, for many years and much effort had gone into 


this chance happening. 


WHERE TO START OUR STORY? In the 1930s and 1940s, 
New Zealand’s greatest hybridizer, Jean Stevens, was 
exploring a different line of amoenas. In those days, 
amoenas had white standards over falls of violet to 
purple, colored by water-soluble anthocyanin pigments. 
Her new line of amoenas had falls colored not by 
anthocyanins, but by yellow, oil-soluble, carotene 
pigments. Through trial and error, inbreeding, and 
uncanny intuition, she was able to develop a line of 
yellow amoenas and bitones. The famous original trio 
was composed of ‘Pinnacle’ (1949), ‘Summit’ (1948) and 
‘Mystic Melody’ (1949). Introduced by Stevens Brothers 
in New Zealand, they were co-introduced in Oregon 
by Schreiner’s Gardens. ‘Pinnacle’ in particular took 
the American iris world by storm. Not being eligible 
for a Dykes Medal (there was no Australian Dykes in 
those days), The American Iris Society petitioned the 
British Iris Society to allow ‘Pinnacle’ to be placed 
on the AIS ballot, since it was, at least, co-introduced 
in North America. (BIS furnishes the medal and sets 
the rules of eligibility.) Request denied. Had it been 
granted, ‘Pinnacle’ almost surely would have won the 
Dykes Medal. 

This was also the era of excitement in breeding 
“pink bud” irises, the tangerine-bearded approaches 


to pink as opposed to the old diploid orchid “pallida 
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pinks”. The natural next step for Mrs. Stevens was to 
take her yellow amoena line into the pink tones, and she 
did. ‘Youthful Charm’, a white and apricot pink amoena 
was introduced in 1964. From extremely inbred lines, 
it was noted on the registration application form that 
*...parentage stems back through seven generations 
before a named variety figures in it, then ‘Pink Cameo’ 
(Fay, 1944) and ‘Flora Zenor’ (Sass, 1941) appear, also 
‘Pinnacle’. It is another three generations back to any 
other named variety.” The following year ‘Sunset 
Snows’ (Stevens, 1965) was introduced, described as a 
white and cocoa pink amoena, from ‘Youthful Charm’ 
X a seedling involving yellow amoenas and pinks. And 
this is where Barry Blyth enters the picture... 

‘Sunset Snows’ was imported into Australia and 
in 1969 Barry used it in about twenty crosses. Barry 
does not do a lot of “like by like” crosses, but prefers 
to mix things up color wise, and let things settle out in 
later generations. To recapture recessives with the least 
effort, it is better to do closer inbreeding, but if you 
grow many crosses and plenty of plants per cross, you 
have a fighting chance for recessive recapture. Barry had 
both space and energy to raise large seedling crops, and 
he certainly has been successful in producing innovative 
new cultivars, especially in bicolors! 

In the case of R41-4, his line began with ‘Sunset

Snows’ and includes his varieties "Twist and Shout’ 


(1973), ‘Outer Limits’ (1972) (both from ‘Fanfare 
Orchid’ X ‘Sunset Snows’) and ‘Snowlight’ (1972) 
(from ‘Rhythm and Blues’ X ‘Sunset Snows’). The line 
was crossed, intercrossed, backcrossed and outcrossed, 
and in the fourteenth generation the bicolor plicata 
appeared. He had not bred for plicata, but plicata is a 
recessive characteristic that can be carried and hidden 
for many generations. Search the seedling’s family tree 
far enough and you can find ‘Light Beam’ (L. Blyth, 
1985) (from ‘Broadway’ X ‘Beverly Sills’), ‘Pink Ember’ 
(Gibson, 1973), and ‘Caramba’ (Keppel, 1975). I know 
from personal experience that ‘Peach Spot’ (Shoop, 
1973) and ‘Amber Snow’ (Blyth, 1987) also carry the 
plicata factor. Bloom enough seedlings and the statistical 
improbability is not an impossibility. 

A full knowledge of carotene amoena inheritance 
is elusive, but we know with inbreeding they do occur, 


and in many variations. Barry not only used ‘Sunset 
Snows’ directly, he also used ‘Festive Skirt’ (1974), a 
‘Sunset Snows’ seedling developed by Frank Hutchings 
in California. When charted back fourteen generations, 
the parentage of R41-4 shows the appearance of ‘Sunset 
Snows’ 1086 times in Barry’s varieties, plus another 233 
times behind ‘Festive Skirt’, for a total of 1319 occurrences 
in the R41-4 family tree! Perseverance pays off. 

In Blyth R41-4 we see something totally new 
produced basically “by accident”. What if we deliberately 
mix plicatas and carotene amoenas? There seems no 
reason why the one pattern (plicata) cannot be applied as 
an overlay on the other pattern (carotene amoena). 

Perhaps first we should examine what constitutes a 
plicata. All plicatas can be thought of as consisting of 
two parts: ground plus markings. Think of a painting: 
canvas (ground) plus applied paint (markings). 

The original “canvas” on plicatas was white, as with the 
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RA1-4 duo 3 


venerable ‘Mme. Chereau’ (Lemon, 1844), but it can also 
be colored by any of the carotene pigments which bearded 
irises produce including yellows, pinks, and oranges. 
That means the ground color can be white, yellow, pink, 
orange, or any combination or gradation of them, pale or 
intense. Rule of thumb: you can think of the carotenes as 
the “warm” colors, and these pigments are oil-soluble. 
Our plicata markings, the “paint”, are applied in 
anthocyanin pigments, water-soluble colors in the 
“cool” range: blue, lavender, orchid pink (remember the 
“pink” irises of seventy years ago, the “pallida pinks”), 
violet, blue purple, blackish purple. Where they occur on 
a white ground their true color will be obvious; where 
they occur on a colored ground, our eyes register a 
different impression. A good exercise for understanding 
the interaction of the two types of pigments (remember, 
one type is oil-soluble, the other water soluble, so they 
do not truly mix) is to examine the haft area of a plicata 
with colored ground. There is almost invariably at least 
a small white area beside the beard, on which you can 
see the color of the markings. Go further from the beard 
where the markings appear on the colored ground and 
these markings seem a different color. This will give you 
a better understanding of how reds and browns occur 
when irises have no pigments in these colors. Look at 
the beard area on the plicata ‘Caramba’: dotting on the 
white ground shows the markings to be dark orchid 
(“perilla purple” according to the color charts); move 
to the yellow ground area and the markings appear 
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R41-4.08 


brownish (“Havana brown”). The color of the paint has 
not changed, just our perception of it. 

Just as there are two types of pigments (oil-soluble 
carotenes, water-soluble anthocyanins), so there are 
separate genetic factors that influence the presence or 
absence of the pigments. Fifty years ago we used the 
dominant amoena gene from ‘Progenitor’ (Cook, 1951) 
to inhibit formation of anthocyanin pigmentation in 
the standards of plicatas and produced amoena-plicatas 
(plicatas with white standards with no markings) and 
variegata-plicatas (plicatas with yellow standards 
with no markings). Eliminating the plicata pattern in 
standards did not change the underlying ground. 

It should be possible to color our plicata grounds 
in any manner that we can color a carotene non-plicata. 
Presently most colored-ground plicatas have grounds 
that are carotene selfs, near-selfs with a paler (or white) 
fall center, or “Debby Rairdon’ pattern — colored 
standards and band around white falls. Why not use 
carotene amoenas as our ground pattern of choice to 
produce something different? 


A Common Plicata: standards with some degree of 
marking overall, falls with marginal band 


B Classic Plicata: both standards and falls banded 


on margins

We should be able to combine any of the three plicata 
patterns listed with any of the three carotene amoena 
choices. To illustrate, let’s consider what we might get if 
we used blue for plicata, orange for the carotene amoena, 
and consider brown as being the “overlay” effect. 


CONSIDER THE POSSIBLE COMBINATION RESULTS: 
A +X Standards blue, falls orange with brown band 


A+Y Standards blue, falls orange with blue band 
A+Z Standards blue, falls white with brown band 


B+X Standards white with blue band, falls orange 
with brown band 


B+Y Standards white with blue band; falls orange

Exact appearance could vary greatly. How clean 
the standards (how much/little upwelling of carotene 
color in the base of the standards)? How sharp and how 
wide the pale, or the colored amoena edge? How pale 
or bright the orange, and whether there are tones of 
yellow or pink in combination? How pale or dark the 
blue, and whether there are tones of green or violet in 
combination? How wide the plicata band, and does it 
coincide precisely with the carotene (or carotene-free) 
band? (If not the same width, bicolored bands should be 
possible.) As with a constant turn of a kaleidoscope, the 
number of colors and combinations is mind-boggling. 
All this was with blue plicata and orange amoena. 
Now think in terms of blue + pink, blue + yellow, purple 
+ orange, purple + pink, purple + yellow, etc. It should 
be obvious that there are still new iris worlds to conquer, 
but remember that we are dealing with recessives. Be 
prepared to invest time and work in your conquest.

Rotary Botanical Gardens in Janesville, WI is honored to be featuring many 


wonderful irises as part of the American lris Society convention in 2010. We 


have enjoyed incorporating over 500 different irises in two locations in our 


botanical garden. The intent of this article is to familiarize AIS members with 


our garden and update you on the collection that AIS convention attendees 


will be viewing. 


ROTARY BOTANICAL GARDENS HISTORY 

Rotary Botanical Gardens (RBG) was founded 
in 1989 by Dr. Robert Yahr, a retired orthodontist in 
Janesville. The original 15-acre site was used by the 
Wilcox Sand & Gravel company to mine sand and gravel 
to make hitching posts at the turn of the 20" century. 
Mining operations created wide pits that were filled 
with water when natural springs were exposed, thereby 
creating the 3 acre pond around which the gardens are 
currently situated. 

When the Wilcox Sand & Gravel Company closed in 
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the early 1900s, the City of Janesville bought the land and 
used both the original brick office building and land for 
various storage functions. The site itself was quite barren 
and interestingly positioned between Lion’s Beach and 
Kiwanis Pond, both projects of the local service clubs 
back 1n the 1950s. Dr. Yahr walked this site 1n the 1980s 
and had the vision for an internationally themed botanic 
garden. After travelling the world and viewing many 
gardens, Dr. Yahr thought this site would be ideal for 
a community garden. He asked for the support of the 
two Janesville Rotary Clubs as well as the blessing of the 


City of Janesville. There was 
positive support all around 
and the land was leased for 99 
years for $1 from the City of 
Janesville. Ground wasbroken 
in 1989 with the planting of 
trees and the creation of the 
Japanese Garden. New gardens 
have been added almost every 
year and the gardens have 
developed at a rapid pace due 
to a talented staff, volunteer 


inputs, generous sponsors 
and membership-driven 
incentives. ‘Congo Bongo’ 


Dedicated to international 
peace and friendship, the gardens have developed to 
include over 20 different garden areas over 20 acres (five 
acres were added in 2002). Most of these gardens are 
internationally themed. Some examples include the 
English Cottage Garden, Italian Formal Garden, French 
Formal Garden, Japanese Garden, Scottish Garden, 
Sunken Garden, Reception Garden and Fern & Moss 
Garden. The grounds include the Parker Education 
Center which houses offices, meeting space, a gift shop, 
atrium and classroom. ‘The maintenance facility is 
located on three acres just east of the gardens. 

RBG has over 100,000 annual visitors and is 
becoming more known for its collection-oriented 
plantings and stunning seasonal displays. RBG has 
over 4,000 varieties of plants and is a national display 
garden for the American Hosta Society, American 
Hemerocallis Society, Hardy Fern Foundation, All- 
America Selections and Fleuroselect (Europe). The 
gardens also trials plants for Ball Seed, PanAmerican 
Seed and Bailey Nursery. RBG has been featured on 
PBS’ GardenSMART program, on Great American 
Gardens (HGTV) and was named one of the best and 
least known botanic gardens in the Midwest by the 
American Horticultural Society. 


IRISES AT ROTARY BOTANICAL GARDENS 

RBG has always included irises in its collections and 
has amassed a hodge podge of over 200 taxa of different 
irises over the years. Our spring garden awakens with 
thousands of Iris danfordiae, I. bucharica and I. cristata. 
Mid-spring transitions in to many Iris germanica and 
I. sibirica varieties. We also have many other species 
of iris and look forward to incorporating more in the 
future. We have had serious iris borer issues in the past 


and are trying to keep that 
problem under control. 

We are pleased to 
participate in this opportunity 
to include so many new irises 
in the gardens. We roughly 
divided the collection in to 
two groups that would be 
put in separate locations. 
Lacking a large open area, it 
was logical for us to divide 
the collection at random 
and focus on two large areas 
that were appropriate for 
iris establishment. The first 
grouping was planted in 13 
parallel beds adjacent to our arboretum. These 5’ x 40° 
long beds, with four-foot walking paths in between, 
have wonderful sunlight and drainage. Each bed will 
accommodate up to 30 irises each. This grouping of 
beds has about 350 of the convention irises. 

The remainder of the collection was planted in our 
new Nancy Yahr Memorial Garden that has wide, curved 
beds surrounding a central wishing well feature. This space 
is being developed as a future children’s garden and the 
irises can be seen from our terrace garden overlooking this 
wonderful location along the water. All irises in each area 
have above-ground metal labels as well as sunken plastic 
tag labels as a back-up to verify positive identity. We also 
mapped the entire collection as well. These beds received 
supplemental irrigation as needed and all iris beds received 
weeding attention and troubleshooting as needed. Master 
Gardeners have photographed the collection. 

This spring about 50% of the irises bloomed and the 
response from visitors was so positive and encouraging 
that RBG will make extra efforts next year to engage our 
members and the community to come see this collection 
at peak and appreciate the value and potential of irises in 
the home garden. This “recruitment” of visitors for this 
collection will involve press releases, mailings and radio 
announcements. We will continue to take pictures of 
these irises as they peak in 2010 as we keep photographic 
records of all RBG collections. 

Once again, Rotary Botanical Gardens is privileged 
to grow and display so many wonderful irises for the 
“Mad About Iris - 2010” AIS Convention. We look 
forward to not only the colorful blooms of these 
special perennials but a spring visit from conference 
attendees and the gardening public in June of 2010.

In doing so, I have found it 
necessary to change some words and update the article, but basically, it is as Mr. Rinehart wrote it.

l. BENEFITS 
Why do you go to AIS Nationals? 
There are two related reasons I 
attend these events. I have the (so 
far) incurable iris virus, symptoms 
of which are the 
to see new and possibly new 
introductions. Second, I attend to 
bond with old friends, to cultivate 
acquaintances as new friends, and to

meet new people who have similar 
passions and interests. The benefit: 
the intensification of pleasure when 
you share iris with others. Grow 
irises and you cultivate friends. 


Il. REGISTRATION 
I have been told that I should 
register early. Why? 

Simply put, because you may 
be left out ıf you don’t register 
early. No, you wouldn’t be turned 
away, but due to the fact that we are 
expecting a large crowd, the hotel 
may fill up, and the optional tour 
does have a limited number. 


What should I sign up for? 

The Welcome Banquet and the 
garden tours are a must. The Geek 
Dinner and Awards Banquet are 
within the minimum suggested time 
frame and are highly recommended. 


The optional tour is an individual 
choice. Please check the website for 
further information to assist you in 
this decision. 


Ill. ARRIVAL/DEPARTURE DATES 
When would you suggest a first- 
timer should arrive and depart? 
This too is an individual decision. 
Naturally, you have to check your 
bank account, ask yourself how 
long you would be comfortable 
away from home, etc. The minimum 
recommended time is to arrive in time 
to attend the Welcome Banquet on 
Wednesday evening without pressure, 
and to check out on Sunday without 
having to pay for lodging that evening. 
However, don’t make this decision 
too quickly. In that time frame you 
wouldn’t be able to fit in much else. 


IV. LODGING 
Should I stay at the Madison 
Marriott West? 

Itis recommended. You wouldn’t 
want to miss catching your tour bus 
in the morning by getting tied up 
in morning traffic. Nor would you 
want to lose precious time visiting 
with other irisarians who are staying 
at the Marriott. Check the website for 
hotel information, and DO register 


early enough to guarantee yourself a 
room at the convention hotel. 


V. PACKING 
What should I pack? 
Wisconsin should be quite 


warm the first week of June, so any 
regular clothing should work. Bring 
an extra lightweight jacket in case 
the morning is cool and an umbrella 
just in case it rains. 

At the banquets, some will wear 
what they wear in the gardens, though 
jackets and ties are worn by some 
men, and gowns by some women. The 
majority will wear what the brochures 
call “resort wear”: open collars, chinos, 
sweaters/blazers for men and dresses/ 
pant suits for the women. 

In the gardens, your choice of 
footwear is important. The ground is 
not always level and may be muddy. 
Think appropriate, not appealing. 
Sweatshirts and polos with iris themes 
are common. Sunscreen is a must. 


Are cameras prohibited in the 
gardens? 

Cameras are never a problem-- 
although photographerscansometimes 
be! But photographers haven’t been 
banned or censored yet. Bring your 
camera, bring more films/discs and

batteries than you might otherwise. 
Running out is common. Remember 
to pack a charger if necessary. 


A quick check on what is frowned on: 

e Grooming stalks, particularly 
those with seedpods and tags. 

e Dangling objects: camera bags, 
purses, carried garments, etc., 
which can make contact with 
flower petals and stalks. Leave 
such objects on the bus! 


e Stepping into the beds to 
touch, smell, read tags, or take 
pictures. 


VI. AIRPORT SHUTTLE AND 
OTHER TRANSPORTATION 

How do we get from the airport to 
the hotel? 

A free shuttle to the hotel runs 
every half-hour from 7:00 a.m. to 
11:00 p.m. The pickup point is just 
outside the baggage claim area at the 
Dane County Airport. 


Is there transport from the hotel to 
downtown Madison? 

If more than one couple share a 
cab, the cost is not prohibitive and 
you have a knowledgeable guide at 
your command. Renting a car at the 
airport as a shared venture is also a 
cost-effective and pleasant way to 
travel further afield. 


Is there shopping nearby? 

If you don’t mind walking a couple 
blocks, there is shopping almost across 
the street from the hotel. 


VII. CHECKING IN 
Where do I report in when I arrive? 
Thereisaconventionregistration 
booth just to the left of the hotel 
registration in the hotel lobby. At 
this booth you will pick up a packet 
which contains, among other things, 
your nametag, banquet tickets, and 
the Convention booklet. 
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What is so important about the 
CONVENTION BOOKLET? 

It contains the 
schedule, necessary instructions, a 
description of each of the gardens, 
and a listing of all the guest iris in 
each garden. (See Section XI for more 
about the convention booklet.)

VIII. MEALS AND REFRESHMENT 
What meals are provided with the 
registration fee? 

With full registration you are 
entitled to the Welcome Banquet 
on Wednesday evening and the 
Awards Banquet on Saturday 
evening. Refreshments are liberally 
provided at all gardens during the 
visits on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. Lunch is included on these 
days as well. If you arrive with the 
majority on Wednesday, you'll have 
the banquets on Wednesday and 
Saturday, and you have the option 
of attending the increasingly popular 
Geek Dinner and Auction on Friday 
night (for a small fee), which leaves 
only Thursday evening without a 
provided dinner.So Thursday evening 
is a great opportunity to collect old 
friends and new acquaintances for 
an out-of-the-hotel escape. You will 
receive a list of nearby restaurants in 
your packet on arrival. 


But what about breakfast? 

Well, what about breakfast? 
Maybe Thursday morning will 
seem to be an issue if you are 
accustomed to a big breakfast. There 
is a Denny’s open 24-hours right 
across the street. However, from 
the moment you arrive at the first 
garden until the conclusion of the 
Awards Banquet on Saturday night, 
the gourmands among you will eat 
nonstop. Nobody starves, and few 
will actually be hungry. 

NOTE: If you must have a full 
breakfast, remember that boarding 


the buses is scheduled for 7:00 a.m. 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. 


What food and beverages are 
provided on the optional tour? 

The “Taste of Wisconsin” 
optional tour is best described 
as a”  garden-eat-eat-drink-eat- 
garden tour" Wisconsin cheeses, 
brats, wines and ice creams are 
sandwiched between visits to two 
lovely gardens. Have yourself a light 
breakfast because you'll be eating all 


day long. 


IX. SECTION MEETINGS 
What are the “Section Meetings" I 
see on the schedule? 

Under the umbrella of the AIS 
are smaller units concentrating on 
the promotion of a particular class 
or similar classes of iris. These 
groups, or sections, meet annually 
at the national convention to share 
information and their passion for a 
specific kind of iris. These meetings 
often provide a speaker, a panel of 
experts, and/or a slide show. 


Do I have to be a member to 
attend? 

Everyone is welcome. Many 
who attend are non-members. 
This is one of the hidden benefits 
of national convention attendance; 
an opportunity to become better 
acquainted with classes of iris where 
you are not yet expert. Be forewarned 
that there is a danger of contagion. 


When are these Section Meetings? 
The section meetings on Tuesday 
are board meetings, meetings of 
the officers and appointees of 
the section. The section meetings 
which you ought to consider are on 
Wednesday, Thursday or Friday.

Tour Gardens 


EARTHSPIRIT GARDENS 

Earthspirit Garden is a privately owned garden, 
planted and nurtured by Jean Bawden. The house was 
built on a former corn field in 1998, when Jean retired 
from the teaching profession and moved from the city 
to the country, taking many of her favorite perennial 
plants with her. 

In 1999, Jean began operating the garden as a 
business in order to make enough money to afford all 
the plants and trees she wanted for the gardens. It wasn’t 
long before she had forty gardens, filled with over one- 
thousand varieties of perennials. 

Her work in the gardens is never done, as the 
gardens themselves are constantly evolving. Small trees 
become big trees, turning formerly sunny gardens into 
shady ones, and thus, necessitating the complete change 
of plants growing around and beneath the trees. The 
gardens sprawl over five acres, with trees lining the 
western border in hopes of lessening the wind velocity. 

There are many pine varieties, numerous larches, 
and many unusual trees, such as Liriodendron (tulip 
tree), Nyssa sylvatica (sweetgum), katsura, Abies (firs) 
and magnolias. 

Jean hybridizes daylilies, specializing primarily in 
spiders and unusual forms, and has introduced 19 of 
them. She has recently cut down her collection to about 
450 of her favorites. Her gardens were part of the Region 
2 Daylily Tour in 2008. 

Referring to herself as a “plant fanatic and a 
seedaholic,” Jean has bought and collected seed from 
dwarf and Siberian iris, and from the 100-plus tree peonies 
that she has grown from seed. She also grows about 400 
varieties of hostas, about 40 varieties of Primula, as well 
as many woodland varieties. There are several patches of 
prairie plants, a rock garden, small pond, and just about 
any sort of perennial that you can imagine. Jean has a sale 
each spring that primarily features hostas, daylilies, and 
iris, plus extras of other perennials. 

There are over a thousand irises in the gardens, 
including over 100 varieties of Siberians, 100-plus 
varieties of dwarf iris (mostly SDBs), hundreds of tall 
beardeds, and even spurias scattered among the other 


garden flowers. The guest irises are consolidated into 
three areas behind the house. 


KARL & ERIKA BECKER’S GARDEN 

Karl and Erika were born in Cologne, Germany 
and spent their early years as neighbors. In 1960 they 
decided that it was time they married, and a year later 
they immigrated to the United States of America, 
heading directly for Milwaukee, Wisconsin. After 
getting settled, they immediately found employment. 
Thirty-eight years (and one lovely daughter) later, they 
decided to move to their present home in East Troy, 
Wisconsin. 

Since both of them had a lifelong interest in 
flowers, it was natural that they immediately set about 
transforming their five-acre estate into a floral paradise. 
Karl’s iris collection made the move with them, and over 
the years he has continued to add to it, searching for, 
buying and maintaining a complete collection of Dykes 
Medal winners. 

Having joined the Wisconsin Iris Society (in 
Milwaukee) in 1996, he became President in 2002 
and held the post until the end of 2008. Anyone who 
attended one of the society’s meetings could not help 
but be entertained by the comedic team of Karl and 
Erika. It was akin to watching Lucy and Desi, and the 
fact that you could cut their thick German accent with a 
knife only added to the fun. With their kind and gentle 
European charm, you are certain to enjoy the time spent 
in their lovely gardens. 

With a collection of nearly 1,000 irises, plus many 
peonies, Asiatic lilies, daylilies, roses, astilbe, clematis, 
coneflowers and lilacs, the gardens are truly outstanding. 
Add 5000 bulb plants, hundreds of other assorted 
flowers, and surround it all with birch, mountain ash, 
white pine, conifer, redbud, oak maple, sunburst locus, 
star magnolia and a great number of various fruit trees, 
and finally, a large vegetable garden, and you have 
paradise on Earth. And, just for amusement, there is 
a large corn silo filled with red golden pheasants. The 
guest irises run alongside the driveway for over 100- 


feet, with a large bed to the back of the yard. 
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BREEZEWAY GARDENS 
(CONVENTION MASTER PLANTING) 

Breezeway Gardens occupies eighty acres of 
partially wooded land, replete with fields of crops 
and a splendid home sitting in the middle of colorful 
gardens of flowers. The house was built in 2003 and the 
first irises were planted in the front retaining-wall bed, 
transplanted from the farmhouse at the foot of the hill. 
That house, and a small piece of property surrounding 
it, was sold when the Bacon family moved into their new 
house. Those irises were ordered from Cooley’s a few 
years earlier. Seventeen new varieties were ordered from 
Schreiner’s the year they moved. Care of the Bacon’s 
iris beds is the responsibility of: Myron (father), Doris 
(mother), George (son) and Tim (son). 

While searching for photos of irises on the Internet, 
George discovered all the other hybridizers and was 
soon buying and planting at an incredible pace. Since 
he lives in Michigan nine months of the year, a good 
amount of garden work is left for Myron, Doris and 
Tim. George is employed at the University of Michigan 
where he designs costumes for the Theatre Department, 
Musical Theatre Department, Opera Department and 
Dance Department. His love of iris began at the age of 
five, helping his mother in her gardens. At the age of 10, 
his youngest brother Tim was born, and George started 
taking over the iris garden while his mother devoted her 
time to care for the baby. His original ambitions were 
to study horticulture and have a nursery when he grew 
up. That plan was cut short when he developed severe 
allergies, many of which disappeared with age and the 
remainder are treated with medications. 

When first approached by convention chairman 
John Baker regarding the use of their large lawn for 
the Master Planting, there was no hesitation. Before 
the day was done, Myron, who refers to himself as the 
workhorse of the family, tilled the first 100-foot row. 
When the guest irises arrived and the count ran well 
above the expected 1000, Myron was even willing (with 
a little hesitation) to give up the family vegetable garden 
(and his crop of kohlrabi) which was located next to the 
horse-barn at the back of the house. 

George’s participation on the 
committee has included making a number of items for 
the boutique. 


convention 
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SKYLINE GARDEN 

In 2006 the Madison Area Iris Society decided to 
find a space for an iris garden, with the ultimate goal of 
growing enough varieties to furnish the rhizomes for 
the annual iris sale. After an extensive six-month search, 
the club selected a site on Skyline Drive in the city of 
Stoughton. 

The property belongs to John Baker’s nephew 
Herbie Rowin and his wife Cathy. The Rowins not 
only moved their personal vegetable garden to make 
room for the iris beds, but agreed not to charge the 
Madison Area Iris Society for their use of the land 
for four years. The site itself was formerly a farmette 
until a tornado struck the area in the fall of 2005, 
wiping out a number of homes and farms in the area. 
All the buildings on Herb & Cathy’s property were 
destroyed with the exception of the house and a silo 
to the west. 

The original garden was put together with around 
500 varieties from the gardens of Ledra Mohrmann, 
and 300 varieties from John Baker. There garden 
consists mainly of tall bearded iris, however, there 
are plenty of BB, IB, MTB and SDB irises as well. 
When it was decided that the club would host the 
2010 convention, another 300-400 irises were added 
to the garden. The guest iris number around 300 
varieties and are in the four beds to the south of the 
main garden. 

There will be a small planting of iris inside a large 
tractor tire to the southwest. These are best described as 
‘silver/pewter’, and the variety name has been withheld. 
A $20.00 prize will be given to the person who guesses 
the correct name. For those who wish to enter, a form 
will be available at the refreshment stand as well as a 
box in which to deposit them. In case of more than one 
correct answer, the first correct name pulled from the 
box will be the winner. 


MEADOWBROOK GARDENS 

The beautiful gardens of Francis and Ruth Rogers 
are an annual attraction for the residents of Waukesha, 
Wisconsin. Nearly everyone there knows where the 
gardens are and when the irises are in bloom. With 
over 1,000 irises in bloom each year, the site is a 
traffic-stopping event as cars passing in the four lanes 
of Meadowbrook Road slow to a crawl to take in the 
beauty of the gardens. 


For 60 years the Rogers’ have grown irises, and 
although Francis has introduced many of his crosses, 
Ruth has introduced a few of her own. Francis’s first 
introductions (‘Sashay Time’ and “Turk’s Crown’) 
were made in 1983. He has introduced a total of 68 
varieties since then, many of them receiving honorable 
mentions. Although he doesn’t grow many of his early 
introductions in his own gardens these days, many of 
them can be found in the gardens of iris enthusiasts in 
the Milwaukee area. 

The Mad About Iris Convention 2010 will honor 
Francis Rogers and Jack Worel, both of Region 8, and 
both of whom have spent a lifetime dedicated to the 
promotion and hybridizing of irises. 


ROTARY GARDENS 

This is truly the jewel in our crown. No visitor to 
Rotary Gardens in Janesville, Wisconsin would ever 
guess that the gardens just celebrated their twenty fifth 
birthday. So carefully has each detail been planned, that 
the 20 gardens, buildings, sculptures and other ornaments 
blend perfectly with the original stately trees throughout 
the area. The gardens contain 6,800 perennials, 3,121 
trees, shrubs and vines, 100,000 annuals, 380,000 spring 
bulbs, and two wonderful beds of 500 guest irises, many 
of which will become a permanent part of the gardens 
following the convention. We are truly proud to have 
this famous garden as part of our tours, and think that 
you ll agree with us that it is one of the most outstanding 
botanical gardens in the United States.

in 1840 by the Hungarian Count Agoston Haraszthy, who 
found Wisconsin winters too hard on his precious grape 
vines and abandoned it to go west with the gold rush to 
California.

A German immigrant named 
Peter Kohl took over the property and ran the operation until 
his death, when his son took it over. Jacob Kohl operated the 
winery until his death in 1899, when his survivors gave up 
the operation and used the property for more conventional 
farming. In 1972, the Wollersheim family purchased the 
property and began making wine once more. 

You will enjoy a tour of the property, including the 
wine cellars, and a wine-tasting. Lunch on the grounds 
will be Wisconsin-made Johnsonville Brats. After the 
Wollersheim visit, we will head to the famous University 
of Wisconsin campus in Madison, where you will 
visit Babcock Hall for a wonderful ice-cream dessert. 
Another short trip across the campus and you'll arrive 
at Allen Centennial Gardens, where you'll enjoy many 
varieties and species of iris mixed with an abundance 
of other flowers in a setting so lovely that it has been 
called “Madison’s Little Versailles,” the absolute perfect 
ending to a perfect day.

A listing of attendees is included 
with the full minutes. 

The Digest Minutes of the Kansas City, Kansas and the 
Full Minutes for that meeting were approved with one 
correction: Morris reported that he received a letter from 
SLI representative Jim Leonard concerning SLI’s earlier 
request to explore changing their status from a Cooperating 
Society to a Section of AIS. The SLI Board has withdrawn 
their request and has tabled the matter until further notice. 
ACTION TAKEN WAS AS FOLLOWS: 

* John Jones was appointed and approved as Motion 

Monitor. 
INTERIM EMAIL ACTION AFFIRMED: 

* That the Managing Editor direct the editor to reinstate 

the Bulletin position of Photo Coordinator. 


REPORTS: 

PRESIDENT: Dr. E. Roy Epperson announced the 

following: 

1. The American Iris Society’s Silver medal which the 
British Iris Society awards to one of their exhibitors, who 
exhibits a best stalk of an American hybridized iris, has 
been sent to Clive Russell, to be awarded to Zara Evans. 

2. The Australian Iris Society is compiling the Australian 
Judges’ Manual and is requesting permission to utilize some 
of the line drawings and diagrams from the AIS Handbook 
for Judges and Show Officials. The board approved: 

* That the AIS grant the Australian Iris Society request 
that they be allowed to use illustrations from the AIS 
Handbook for Judges and Show Officials, on condition 
that they attribute the source. 

3. John Baker has issued an invitation to TBIS for them to 
hold their 2010 Spring board meeting as part of the 2010 
convention. The TBIS is requesting the AIS board for 
formal acceptance to participate at the convention. The 
board approved: 

* That the AIS invite the TBIS as a participant in the AIS 
convention in Madison, WI in 2010. 

In the spirit of reunifying the TBIS with the AIS, the board 

approved the following: 


* That AIS invite the TBIS to become a Section of the AIS. 


4. The Handbook for Judges and Show Officials, (page 28) 
needs to be modified to clearly state the AIS policies on 
elegibility of Iris for the American Dykes Medal. The 
board approved: 

* That the eligibility of irises for the American Dykes 
Medal be reaffirmed as: “The American Dykes Medal 
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is awarded annually by the British Iris Society through 
The American Iris Society and is restricted to irises 
first originated and introduced in the United States 

or Canada. Irises originated elsewhere, although not 
eligible for the American Dykes Medal, are eligible 

for other AIS awards provided that the iris was first 
introduced in the United States or Canada.” 

5. The Handbook for Judges and Show Officials (page 24) 
under THE HONORABLE MENTION AWARD, 2nd 
line is incorrect. The board approved: 

* That the Handbook for Judges and Show Officials (page 
24), under the modified HONORABLE MENTION 
AWARD, in keeping with the original intent of SIGNA the 
words “....and bearded SPEC and SPEC-X" be deleted. 

GENERAL SECRETARY: Michelle Snyder thanked Susan 

Boyce for her assistance while Gerry and she were traveling. 

TREASURER: Jill Bonino reported on the current end of 

year financial statement. Noted was the lower interest 

rates being gained on the CDs, due to the slower economy. 

Bonino also reported that the Richard Sparling estate 

donated $10,000 to the Scientific Research fund and the 

Jimmy Jones estate donated $3,433 to the Clark Cosgrove 

fund for the winners prize awards. The board approved: 

* That we raise the prizes for the Cosgrove winners by 
$50 per year each for the winner, 1st runner up, and 
2nd runner up and that those awards be paid from the 
Jimmy Jones bequest. 

MANAGING EDITOR: Terry Aitken requested that Kelly 

Norris be elected as the full time editor of the AIS Bulletin, 

and also reported on the price options of possibly changing 

the size of the AIS Bulletin. The board approved the 
following motions: 

* That Kelly Norris be elected as full time editor of the 
AIS Bulletin. 

* That we go to an 8 1/2” X 11” page size for the Bulletin 
saddle stitched. 

* That we publish an annual plain paper business edition 
of the Bulletin and that it be sent out with the Bulletin 
in January. 

MEMBERSHIP SECRETARY: Tom Gormley’s report noted 

a still slight decline in memberships this year. A discussion 

was held about the possible discontinuation of life 

memberships. The motion to discontinue them failed. 

REGISTRAR/RECORDER: Mike & Anne Lowe's report 

requested action on the number of 2009 Registration and 

Introductions to be ordered. The board approved: 

* 'That the AIS publish 400 copies of the 2009 R&I. 

RECORDING SECRETARY: Susan Boyce had no report. 

PUBLICATION/SALES DIRECTORS: John & Kay Ludi 


reported on the low RVP pin inventory and the need to 
reprint the Invitations to Join. The board approved the 
following motions: 

* That we order additional RVP pins. 

* That the ITJ’s be redesigned from a 4 fold format to a 3 
fold format on 8 1/2” X 11” paper. 

* That we print 25,000 Invitations to Join at a cost to be 
determined. 

NEW BUSINESS: Gerry Snyder, who has been assisting 
Ruth Barker on the development of the online judges voting, 
gave a demonstration on how this will work. For the 2010 
year the Awards Ballot will still be printed for all judges, but 
judges will be able to choose whether they want to vote the 
paper ballot, or whether they want to vote via the internet. 
Realignment Committee Chair Jerry Coates reported on the 
committee recommendations. It was recommended that Regions

e Emeritus Judges announced are: Paul Black, Perry Dyer, 

Kitty Loberg, and Mike and Anne Lowe. 

AFFILIATION: Brad Kasperek’s report noted an increase 
of 3 new affiliates, which brings the total to 170 affiliates. 
Members of the board stated that there is a need for a 
contact person to assist the affiliates when problems arise. 
The board approved: 

* That we create an Affiliates Liaison as a standing 
committee chair, and that we create an Affiliates email 
serve.

CONVENTION LIAISON: Paul Gossett reported on the results 


of the 2009 convention questionaire. Gossett noted that with 
the 2010 convention a new meeting will be held for all Editors: 
for regions, sections, local, and bulletins. Gossett also reported 
that he is still in need of a site for the 2013 convention.

TAX EXEMPTION ADVISOR: Bob Plank had no report. 
Youth: Cheryl Deaton reported that like the general AIS 
membership, the AIS Youth memberships are also declining. 
PUBLIC RELATIONS: Bob Pries presented several motions 
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reguarding fundraising projects and ways to facilitate faster 
passage of motions. The board approved the following 
motions:
